Alfred Goldberg and Arthur K. Marmor, staff members of the Warren 
Commi ssion . 

My interest in these men flows from my own background as an academic 
historian primarily concerned with teaching undergraduate college 
students. As for the Kennedy assassination story, I am a relative 
newcomer to the ranks of those who have developed and maintain an 
interest in the many questions left unanswered by the Report of the 
Commission. Of particular concern to me is the likelihood that future 
generations of research historians will face difficult methodological 
problems with the shortcomings of this Report as a primary source. In 
this context, I would like very much to elicit information from the 
men who served the Commission in some kind of historiographical role, 
with the hope that they can and will be inclined to defend the extra 
ordinary methodology of the Warren Report. 

So, if you can help me with your analysis of their roles, and as well 
with information on how and where to contact Dr. Goldberg and Mr. 
Marmor, I will be grateful for your assistance. 

In a different vein, please accept my genuinely respectful gratitude 
for the incredibly many hours and painstaking research you have 
clearly invested on behalf of the search for truth in the tragedy of 
the Kennedy assassination.
